The radio is in rather poor shape but restorable with some 
effort. HOWEVER, on dismantling the radio I find that the only parts made by 
Collins are the PTO, BFO and the power supply. All other units and components 
carry the Motorola stamp. Does anyone out there remember when Collins first 
brought Motorola into the picture and did they buy parts and sub assemblies from 
Motorola as early as the first production? I suspect this radio is a phony and 
somewhere along the line somebody switched labels. I have another R390 whose label 
says "Made by Motorola for Collins Radio". This radio appears identical to the 
alleged Collins one. Interesting piece of history maybe?

Greetings, fellas and gal. I'm writing to report on my first QSOs this 
evening. Well, not my first QSOs xeverx but my first QSOs with what I 
consider a very manly setup. 


A friend has a Collins 30K transmitter which he has set up at a QTH about 50 
miles north of my home in San Francisco. It's arranged so that it can be 
turned on and off, switched between 80m and 20m and keyed remotely via 
telephone line. He has graciously allowed me access to the transmitter and 
tonight was my first chance to try it out. For a receiver at my home QTH I 
chose the R-390A. 


There was a broadcast station on the 3.712Mc channel at 2100 local so I 
switched to 14.037Mc (the transmitter is crystal controlled, of course). 


The band was almost silent but there was a JI station at the low end to give 
me some hope. Mainly I just wanted to get familiar with the remote control 
setup. The signal from the 30K was pretty weak on 14Mc as would be expected 
at that distance but it was loud enough to serve as a keying monitor. So I 
sent a few lusty CQs and after a bit I was answered by VK1AU in Canberra 
with a 569 report. Great stuff! 


We signed and I checked back on the 3Mc frequency to find that the broadcast 
station had switched off. A few CQs there produced a gratifying 599 report 
from KC7QOP in Cook, WA. Most excellent! 


There's really something special about this kind of remote operation, and 
with a 30K to boot! Full break in of course. And a bit more towards the 
professional than the strictly amateur, at least to my way of looking at it. 


If anyone is interested in setting up a schedule with me on either frequency 
after please let me know.

Hi gang, 


I'm very happy, as I have got a good feedback from some list members about 
this project, so I think it is worth to try it. I've just ordered two 2mm 
thickness, 50x40cm aluminium (or aluminum, for US people :-) ) sheets in 
order to begin working. There are some limits, though, that need to be told 
before you get too excited: 


-I CAN NOT do '3D' pieces. Only ‘2D', i.e. planes. Although I can work the 
Z axis (so I can do drills, cutting and engraving), I can't work, as a 
sample, a 'L' shaped piece, as I would need to loose lots of material and 
(what is worse) I have a limit of 1cm maximum depth to cut in Z axis. What 
could be done is, for 'L' shaped parts, do a plan piece and then bend it, 
but of course this would require some extra work (which I would let to you 


ga) 


-I CAN do any piece, up to about 60x40cm, as the famous R-390A RF deck 
cover, the RME-152A bottom cover, ... I hope you get the picture of what is 
possible and what isn't. Somebody suggested doing replacement covers for 
the R-390A. I CAN NO do them (at least the top cover, as it is '3D'), for 
the reasons commented. Sorry!. I can appoximate such a cover with a planar 
version and then you could add some 'L' shaped pieces to finish it, but of 
course, it is not an elegant solution. And the ventilation holes I can do 
won't be the same as in the R-390A covers... 


-I have ‘easy' access to 2 and 4mm thickness aluminium sheets. I'll start 
with 2mm sheets, as they are readily available. I think this thickness is 
good for lots of pieces. 


So, please, look at these important limits and let me know which pieces you 
would like to have done. I'll maintain a database of them and will start 
with the most needed one, once I have sufficient feedback. I'll post the 
results and the 'winner' piece, along with the estimated cost. One good 
thing is that aluminium doesn't weight too much, so shipping won't be 
expensive. 


Well, I hope to hear from you!. Thanks a lot for your support. Let's keep 
those nice BAs in good shape ;-)!

Hi Gang! 


Progress on the SX111 has continued. The absent BFO signal was traced 
to a bad 300uuF coupling cap in the BFO circuit. Replacement cured the 
problem inmediately. Now only one problem remains, the receiver is 
almost inoperative on the lower sideband position of the function 
switch. It has operated intermitently but badly on this position 
sometimes. Adjusment of T201 top slug does not help and I suspect that 
the 1600KC crystal may have gone bad. On USB it operates excellent with 
good sens and audio. While checking the two schematics that were given 
to me, I found that on one the BFO switch has double contacts while on 
the other it is a single contact switch. My SX111 is single contact. Are 
there two versions of this receiver? If any one on the list has a junker 
from which the 1600KC crystal can be removed, I will appreciate it. 


On the R390/390A most common component failure, I am in the process 
of compiling the list of everything that I have up to now. I will gladly 
continue to accept more additions and I am sure there are more. If I 
dont receive any more by the end of this week then I will post what I 
have at the moment. I really appreciate the responses from all of those 
who have provided the information.

Hello to all, I am new to the list but not new to restoring old equipment. I am 
sure I 

know some of you from AWA (Rochester- Charlotte) and other meets and hamfests. It 
is my 

nature to solve my own problems but I am stumped on a 75A4 and asking for any 
suggestions the group may have. 


After pulling out the 5Y3 I powered up the radio at 50vac while monitoring the HV 
leads 

on pins 4 & 6 of the Y3. I raised the AC in increments over the next 2 days and 
everything appeared normal. After resistance checks for B+ shorts I powered up the 
unit. 

Nothing heard on any band dead quite on AM mode and a scrachy sound on CW like a 
bad IF. 

At this point I turned on my Hickok 533 tube checker and checked all tubes. They 
all 

look good. With my Hickok Sig. Gen I injected a 455 sig. (Ant term) at the highest 
level 

the Hickok would do but nothing heard. I moved the signal to the plate of the 1st 
mixer 

6BA7 (V3) nothing heard. So on to the 2nd mixer (V5) where I injected the 455 on 
pin 7 

(3rd grid) and the modulated tone almost knocked me out of the chair. I concluded 
at 

that point the problem is somewhere in the front end up to and including the VFO. 
My 

experience told me that the black tubular caps (.1 mfd) in the unit tend to 
increase in 

value over time. My 801 B&K indicated the best one was .25mfd. So I changed all to 
new 630v caps. I also checked all the 470s and 510s as I had a report that they 
are 


suspect in the 75A4. 


Time to check voltage and resistance where, following the chart in section V, I 
found 

the voltages and resistance to be + or - 10% except for the VFO 6BA6s (V14 & V15). 
Values are not given in the chart but I knew the VFO could not function with a 
plate 

voltage of 13v on V14 and 26v on V15. Voltage on pin 2 V5 6BA7 was +.01vde chart 
shows 

-3.8vdc. After removing the cover I checked all componants crammed into the small 
area 

provided. I found R205 150k res open and replaced thinking this may be the 
problem. But 

no-go still dead but voltage on the 6BA6s is up to abt 50vdc. So on to V4 12AT7 
xtal osc 

and with my Heath freq counter found a good 5.7 signal on pin 2 reading thru a 1 
meg 

res. on 80 meter band. 


At this point I feel sure the problem is in the VFO. So I disconnected the lead on 
pin 2 

of V5 and connected the Hickok sig gen thru a 100mmf cap and tuned between 1.9 and 
2.9 

to substitute the Hickok for the VFO. I tried several levels of unmodulated signal 
with 

no results. Now I am not sure abt the VFO problem. Next I went thru the tubes 
again, 

checked all resistors in the area described, tube sockets for broken pins and re 
cleaned 

band switchs. Nothing found so who has a suggestion on where I can go from here.

This was a "just in case" precaution. There is no record of any ship or 
submarine DFing another ship from local oscillator radiation. The Scott 
SLRM WW-II shipboard entertainment receiver is a prime example of how 
far designers would go to prevent local oscillator radiation. 


There were, however, instances of locating ships and aircraft from radar 
and IFF radiation. In these cases, the RF field was much, much stronger 
than that from a local oscillator.
